A  POSTHUMOUS  DUTCH  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  DOIT 
STRUCK  OVER  A  BRITISH  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY 

SUMATRA  KEPING

When  the  charter  of  the  Dutch  East  India  Company  expired  on  31st  December 
1799  it  was  not  renewed  and  the  Company’s  possessions  passed  to  the  Dutch  Republic 
(Batavian  Republic).  During  many  decades  prior  to  this  date  ‘voc’  (Vereenigde 
Oostindische  Compagnie)  copper  doits  had  been  exported  in  large  quantities  from  the 
Netherlands  to  the  Dutch  East  Indies  so  that  they  formed  a  popular  item  of  currency 
in  the  eastern  islands  by  the  time  of  the  Company’s  demise.  Some  issues  of  ‘post¬ 
humous’  voc  doits  are  known  to  have  been  struck  during  the  early  19th  century  to 
supplement  the  currency  pool  still  circulating  in  Indonesia.  Among  the  commoner 
such  specimens  are  the  doits  and  double  doits  dated  1790  that  bear  the  Utrecht  coat  of 
arms  and  were  struck  in  that  city  between  1827  and  1843  (Grogan  927;  Krause- 
Mishler  1979,  p.  951).  These  posthumous  doits  have  a  fairly  characteristic  fabric 
and  were  somewhat  better  produced  than  original  18th-century  doits.  Although 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  evidence  available  regarding  posthumous  voc  doits  struck 
in  the  Netherlands  and  exported  to  the  east  little  is  known  about  the  production  of 
comparable  doits  on  Java  itself,  the  place  where  the  overstruck  coin  described  here 
was  most  probably  struck. 
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7E  Doit  weighing  3.1  grammes. 

Original  coin: 

British  East  India  Company  7E  keping  struck  for  Sumatra  and  dated  a.d.  1 804— 
a.h.  1219. 

Over  strike: 

Dutch  East  India  Company  A  doit  bearing  the  shield  of  Westfriesland  province  and 
the  rosette  symbol  (used  1781-1796)  of  the  mint-master  above  the  voc  monogram: 
dated  1786. 

In  the  absence  of  the  easily  identifiable  under-type  dated  1804  there  is  nothing 
obvious  about  the  doit  to  distinguish  this  issue  fictitiously  dated  1786  from  doits  ot 
the  same  type  actually  produced  in  1786.  If  one  expands  this  concept  slightly  it  is 
easy  to  conceive  that  the  actual  production  of  posthumous  voc  doits  struck  during 
the  early  19th  century  may  well  have  been  much  greater  than  the  relatively  small 
number  of  issues  that  it  has  so  far  been  possible  to  date  to  the  decades  following  the 
demise  of  the  Dutch  East  India  Company  on  the  31st  December  1799.

NUMISMATIC  STUDENTS  BEWARE!

On  the  26th  April  1979,  I  was  very  pleased  to  purchase  an  original  copy  of 
Ipswich  and  its  early  Mints ,  1848  by  W.  S.  Fitch.  (I  had  a  photostat  copy  in  my  library, 
kindly  supplied  from  the  Ipswich  Archives.)  The  book  had  a  good  pedigree  and  had 
passed  through  at  least  three  libraries;  the  first  owner,  Joseph  Warren,  had  noted 
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inside  that  Mr.  Fitch  had  presented  him  with  the  copy  and  had  also  bound  in  a 
holograph  letter  of  the  author.  The  other  certain  owners  being  Frederic  Arthur  Crisp 
and  Edmund  Crisp  Hunt  of  Tuddenham  Hall  near  Ipswich. 

After  the  Ipswich  Mints  paper,  17  interleaved  plates  of  line  drawings  of  Suffolk 
17th-century  tokens  had  been  bound  in.  Also  placed  in  the  back  of  the  book,  between 
blank  pages,  were  two  loose  plates.  The  first  of  these  depicted  tokens  of  Ipswich  of 
the  17th,  18th  and  19th-centuries,  these  also  in  line  drawings.  The  other  loose  plate 
was  headed  “Specimens  of  coins  of  Ipswich”  and  illustrated,  again  in  line,  six 
hammered  pennies,  obverse  and  reverse.  The  plate  was  completely  unknown  to  me 
and  some  of  the  moneyers  and  types  were  not  on  my  listings  of  Ipswich. 

In  compiling  these  lists  I  had  often  wondered  where  Fitch  and  Golding  ( The 
Coinage  of  Suffolk ,  1868)  had  seen  coins  struck  by  a  godwine  for  Cnut  and  so  on, 
many  of  which  are  totally  unknown  today.  Little  was  I  to  know  at  the  time  but  this 
plate  was  to  give  me  the  answer. 

On  the  27th  April  1979,  I  received  my  copy  of  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin , 
for  May.  That  evening  I  had  had  a  quick  look  at  I.  D.  Brown’s  paper  “Edward  the 
Confessor”  which  is  illustrated  with  old  line  drawings.  The  Bulletin  was  on  the  coffee 
table  and  I  was  gloating  over  my  newly  acquired  “Fitch,”  on  the  dining-room  table. 
When  I  reached  the  loose  plate  of  Ipswich  pence  it  suddenly  struck  me  that  the 
Edward  the  Confessor,  Pyramids  type  penny  was  the  same  as  the  one  illustrated  by 
I.  D.  Brown,  pp.  151,  Fig.  10. 

When  I  compared,  these  were  indeed  the  same.  The  artist  had  changed  cices 
(Chichester)  to  gipes,  having  done  this  presumably  to  save  time  in  marking  out,  i.e. 
by  using  the  same  drawing.  As  it  happens,  the  money er  aelfwine  is  known  for  Ipswich 
of  this  type  but  the  dies  were  unknown  to  me.  Here  lies  the  danger  of  following 
drawings  and  not  the  actual  coins.  It  is  obvious  that  Fitch  had  followed  this  plate,  as 
had  Golding,  or  perhaps  in  Golding’s  case  he  might  have  followed  Fitch.  The  con¬ 
clusive  evidence  of  this  is  the  coin  of  Cnut,  Quatrefoil  type  (Fig.  2),  which  reads 
godpine  o  gip.  This  moneyer  as  mentioned  above  was  listed  by  both  Fitch  and 
Golding  but  is  totally  unknown  from  coins  of  Cnut  for  Ipswich  today  and  is  probably 
another  altered  drawing,  indeed  it  might  be  possible  to  trace  the  original  mint  as  the 
reverse  quarters  contain  an  extra  pellet  each. 

To  take  each  coin  in  turn  as  they  appear  on  the  plate,  we  can  comment  as  follows : 

Fig.  1  an  JR  penny  of  Aethelred  II,  978-1016,  of  the  First  Hand  type.  979-985. 
b.m.c.  Ila,  Seaby  1144,  J.J.  North  766.  This  is  a  good  copy,  especially  the  reverse. 

Fig.  2  an  7R  penny  of  Cnut,  1016-1035,  of  the  Quatrefoil  type  1016-1023.  b.m.c. 
VIII,  Seaby  1157,  J.  J.  North  781.  As  stated  above,  this  illustration  has  been  changed 
to  Ipswich,  the  moneyer  being  unknown  for  the  type  today. 

Fig.  3  an  /R  penny  of  Edward  the  Confessor,  1042-1066,  of  the  Pyramids  type, 
1065-1066.  B.M.C.  XV,  Seaby  1184,^.7.  North  831. 

This  coin  is  stylistically  good  but  as  has  been  shown  above  it  has  been  changed  to 
Ipswich  from  Chichester. 

Fig.  4.  This  is  a  complete  concoction  of  William  I,  types  b.m.c.  IV/V,  Seaby 
1253/1254,  J.J.  North  844/845,  the  Two  Sceptres  type  and  the  Two  Star  types  with 
for  good  measure  a  touch  of  the  Sword  type,  b.m.c.  VI.  (See  how  the  bust  extends 
to  the  edge  of  the  coin,  also  the  angle  of  the  “sceptre”).  The  reverse  central  design 
is  made  up  of  types  IV/V.  (This  you  will  note  if  you  compare  illustrations  say  in 
Seaby' s  Standard  Catalogue.)  The  moneyer  welwine  is  unknown  of  Ipswich  today 
and  it  is  probably  this  line  drawing  that  the  artist  for  Golding’s  pi.  I  copied  to 
produce  the  moneyer  wiegelwine,  also  unknown  of  Ipswich  from  coins. 
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Fig.  5  an  /R  penny  of  Henry  II,  1154-1 189,  of  the  Cross  and  Crosslets  or  “Tealbyr!| 
type,  1158-1180  (Ipswich  1161-1180)  of  bust  E2?  Seaby  1341,  J.  J.  North  960. 

The  moneyer  robert/rodberd/rodbert  is  known  for  “Tealby”  C,  D,  E,  and  F  o 
Ipswich  by  the  writer.  There  has  of  course  been  quite  a  bit  of  artistic  licence  with  th< 
production  of  the  line  drawing  and  I  have  never  seen  a  coin  or  photograph  of  ; 
“Tealby”  piece  in  such  good  condition.  (Even  the  king  looks  pleased!) 

Fig.  6  an  /R  penny  of  John,  1199-1216,  of  the  Short  Cross  coinage,  class  5c,  Seab * 
1352,  J.  J.  North  971. 

Of  quite  good  style.  This  class  together  with  class  5b  is  by  far  the  commonest  type 
of  Ipswich. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  even  after  completion  of  this  note  that  line  drawings,  i 
accurate,  have  much  charm  but  the  reattribution  of  a  mint,  such  as  discussed  above 
must  have  caused  much  havoc  with  listings.  Needless  to  say,  the  illustrations  used  ir 
my  little  Ipswich  Mint  booklets  were  painted  from  actual  coins,  even  if  the  printers 
preferred  some  upside  down ! 

FRONT  COVER  ILLUSTRATION 

The  coin  illustrated  on  this  month’s  front  cover  is  a  gold  chaise  d’or  of  Louis  dc 
Male,  Count  of  Flanders,  1346-84.  Born  in  1330,  the  son  of  Louis  of  Nevers,  Count  ol 
Flanders,  he  succeeded  to  the  title  in  1346  when  his  father  fell  at  the  Battle  of  Crec> 
in  the  protracted  “Hundred  Years’  War”.  The  intermittent  fighting  between  Englanc 
and  France  broke  out  again  in  1369  and  Louis  subsequently  married  his  daughter 
Margaret  to  Philip  of  Burgundy — an  alliance  which  was  to  have  far  reaching  effects 
when  Philip  succeeded  to  the  title  on  Louis’  death  in  1384.  (See  A  1352). 

ROMAN  COIN  COLLECTING  AND  NUMISMATIC  STUDY 
FROM  THE  14TH  TO  THE  18TH  CENTURY

Coin  collecting  is  a  relatively  modern  phenomenon.  In  the  ancient  world  the  Romans 
avidly  acquired  ‘antique’  statues,  cameos  and  even  jewellery  but  coins  lacked  the  same 
cachet.  The  only  apparent  interest  the  Romans  had  in  them  was  in  acquiring  counter¬ 
feits  for  which  according  to  Pliny  they  were  prepared  to  pay  more  than  the  going  rate 
for  genuine  pieces.1  Certainly  it  does  not  seem  to  have  occurred  to  anyone  in  antiquity 
that  coins  could  be  useful  in  the  study  of  history  and  contemporary  references  to  their 
metrological  base  or  economic  role  are  relatively  rare. 

If  the  antique  world  was  never  moved  to  collect  and  study  coins  the  Middle  Ages 
was  equally  indifferent,  particularly  in  regard  to  objects  from  the  Roman  past.2  Some 
regarded  the  images  on  ‘pagan’  coins  as  idolatrous,  others  attempted  to  assimilate  them 
to  Christian  iconography.  Hercules  strangling  the  lion,  for  example,  became  Samson 
while  victories  were  transformed  into  angels.  Often  portraits  of  Roman  emperors  were 
seen  as  images  of  biblical  patriarchs.  Identification  of  the  money  in  which  Judas  was 
paid  was  a  source  of  particular  fascination  and  for  some  curious  reason  a  Rhodian 
Drachm  with  the  head  of  a  facing  Helios  was  thought  to  be  the  coin  in  which  he  was 
paid,  as  we  know  from  examples  still  existing  in  church  treasures  in  Europe.3 

It  was  in  the  14th  century  that  the  collection  and  serious  study  of  coins  began. 
The  growing  interest  in  coins  was  linked  to  the  general  re-awakening  of  the  desire  to 
study  and  emulate  the  classical  past  which  we  identify  with  the  Renaissance.  Initial 
attention  focussed  on  Roman  coins  since  they  were  readily  available  in  Western  Europe 
and  their  legends  could  be  easily  read.  By  1335  a  certain  rich  gentleman  of  Treviso, 
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Oliver  Forza  (Forzetta)  already  had  a  collection  of  antiquities  including  bronzes, 
marbles,  inscriptions  and  manuscripts,  of  which  coins  also  formed  a  significant  part. 
A  few  years  earlier,  between  1313  and  1320  Giovanni  Mansonario  of  Venice  had  illus¬ 
trated  his  ‘Historia  Imperialis’  with  pictures  of  Roman  emperors  drawn  from  coin 
portraits.  The  humanist  Petrarch  had  a  profound  influence  on  what  coins  were 
collected  and  why.  He  seems  to  have  been  the  first  individual  to  conceive  of  collecting 
Roman  coins  in  order  to  have  both  a  portrait  gallery  of  the  emperors  and  to  use  coinage 
as  an  adjunct  to  the  study  of  classical  history.  In  1354  he  presented  a  small  collection 
of  Roman  coins  to  the  emperor  Charles  IV  exhorting  him  to  follow  the  example  of 
his  illustrious  predecessors.  Later  he  was  able  to  utilize  a  gold  coin  of  Agrippina  which 
he  owned  to  clarify  an  ambiguous  passage  in  Suetonius,  and  this  was  almost  certainly 
the  first  attempt  to  use  coin  evidence  in  this  way.  Petrarch’s  friend  Boccaccio  also  had 
a  small  collection  of  gold  and  silver  coins  and  clearly  derived  his  enthusiasm  for  the 
beauty  of  the  empress  Faustina  whom  he  praised  highly  in  his  work  ‘de  claribus 
mulieribus’  from  coins  in  his  possession  and  those  of  his  friends.  Petrarch  also 
indirectly  stimulated  the  production  of  Italian  medals.  The  first  issue  of  medals  in  1390 
by  Francesco  da  Carrara  and  his  son  Francesco  Novello  to  celebrate  the  liberation  of 
the  city  from  the  Visconti  were  modelled  on  bronze  sestertii  of  Galba  and  Vitellius. 
Thus  by  the  14th  century  three  interconnected  reasons  for  collecting  and  studying 
Roman  coins  had  emerged:  (1)  their  curiosity  value  and  the  prestige  they  brought 
their  owners,  (2)  their  use  as  artistic  models,  and  finally  the  contribution  they  could 
make  in  illuminating  the  past. 

In  the  15th  century  interest  in  coin  collecting  grew  and  it  became  not  only  generally 
accepted  that  a  gentleman  should  collect  coins  but  almost  necessary  in  terms  of  his 
status  that  he  do  so.  Both  humanists  and  princes  took  up  the  pastime  and  the  Medici 
of  Florence,  the  Aragonese  of  Naples,  the  Este  family  of  Ferrara  and  the  Gonzagas 
of  Mantua  for  example  owned  large  coin  collections  while  the  humanists  who  most 
wanted  to  collect  ‘portraits’  of  famous  men  are  too  numerous  to  mention,  but  interesting 
reverses  also  attracted  attention.  The  outstanding  collector  of  the  century  was  Pope 
Paul  II  who  not  only  owned  a  huge  number  of  coins  but  also  possessed  an  outstanding 
ability  to  identify  pieces  by  their  type  and  assign  them  to  emperors.  The  15th  century 
interest  in  Roman  coins  was  largely  iconographical.  Artists  made  drawings  of  emperors 
based  on  coin  portraits,  utilized  details  of  dress,  armour  etc.  in  paintings  and  studied 
and  used  architectural  elements  in  their  own  work.  Coin  portraits  were  used  extensively 
in  manuscript  2nd  illustration  especially  ancient  texts  or  histories. 

The  interest  artists  took  in  studying  Roman  coins  stimulated  the  production  of 
Italian  medallions  and  had  a  strong  influence  on  their  style  and  composition.  Roman 
lettering  styles  for  example  were  copied,  the  content  of  reverse  types  was  re-used  and 
the  arrangement  of  profile  portraits  within  a  circular  framework  normally  bordered  by 
lettering  became  the  standard  format  not  only  for  medallions  but  much  modern 
coinage.  Artists  also  ‘invented’  Roman  coins,  often  as  in  the  case  of  the  Cavino  family 
of  Padua  with  no  intention  of  producing  ‘forgeries’  but  simply  to  copy  as  best  they 
could  the  ancient  style.  Unfortunately  scholarly  interest  in  studying  coins  did  not 
keep  pace  with  the  growth  of  interest  in  collecting  coins  and  their  use  by  artists  in 
the  15th  and  16th  centuries.  The  most  common  numismatic  books  consisted  of 
portraits  of  famous  men  illustrated  by  their  coins  but  legends  were  often  carelessly 
and  incorrectly  read  and  type  content  interpreted  without  any  real  attempt  to  under¬ 
stand  their  actual  significance.  The  first  serious  book  on  Roman  coins  was  by  the 
Frenchman  Guillaume  Bude  in  1514  but  unfortunately  it  had  little  influence  on  the 
more  popular  numismatic  literature  which  continued  to  concentrate  on  producing 
coin  portraits.  Nevertheless  by  the  later  16th  century  coins  began  to  be  studied  more 
rigorously.  Coin  collecting  was  no  longer  limited  to  Italy  for  as  the  Renaissance  spread 
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throughout  Western  Europe  so  did  an  interest  in  collecting  and  studying  Roman  coins  j 
It  was  recognised  that  it  was  no  longer  sufficient  simply  to  amass  a  large  number  O'  i 
coins,  but  they  also  had  to  be  identified,  classified,  and  the  genuine  distinguished  fron 
the  false.  As  individual  collections  had  now  become  quite  large — for  example  th« 
Dutchman  Abraham  von  Goorle  had  4,000  gold  pieces,  10,000  silver  and  15,00( 
bronzes — enthusiasts  began  to  travel  throughout  Western  Europe  to  look  at  coins  anc ; 
classify  them.  Although  early  scholars  such  as  Goltz  often  accepted  false  coins  a: 
genuine,  by  publishing  what  they  had  seen,  they  at  least  laid  the  foundations  of  a  bod? 
of  information  which  could  be  compared  and  checked. 

It  was  during  the  16th  and  17th  centuries  that  royal  collections,  often  of  very  large 
size,  were  amassed  and  in  some  cases,  as  for  example  Charles  I  of  England,  dispersec 
after  his  death.  Many  of  his  coins  were  sold  to  Queen  Christine  of  Sweden.  The  reasor 
for  this  regal  interest  in  coin  collecting  was  neatly  summarized  by  Henry  IV  of  France 
who  said  a  King  collected  coins  because  they  ornamented  the  palace,  they  were  usefu 
in  the  instruction  ol  princes,  and  they  provided  artists  with  good  models  to  copy 
By  1663  the  imperial  collection  in  Vienna  for  example  had  nearly  20,000  coins. 

During  the  17th  and  18th  centuries  the  number  of  coin  collectors  continued  tc 
grow  as  did  scholarly  interest  in  their  identification  and  classification.  Individuals 
began  to  catalogue  their  own  collections  for  the  first  time  and  it  became  important  tc 
be  able  to  read  coins  correctly,  draw  them  accurately  and  arrange  them  in  their  proper 
sequence.  Since  then  numismatic  study  has  become  ever  more  systematic  and  rigorous. 
Coin  collectors  also  have  become  more  sophisticated  in  their  interests,  no  longer 
limiting  themselves  to  ‘portrait  galleries’  of  the  Roman  emperors  but  often  acquiring 
coins  because  of  a  special  interest  in  a  specific  place  or  historic  period  even  though  the 
objects  themselves  have  little  aesthetic  appeal  to  the  uninitiated  layman.  None  the  less 
the  underlying  reasons  for  collecting  and  studying  coins  have  changed  very  little  from 
the  14th  century,  and  their  aesthetic  appeal,  their  rarity  or  curiosity  value,  and  their 
historical  significance  continue  to  be  the  foundation  on  which  the  collection  and  study 
of  coins  rests.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

New  profile  portrait  for  the  Queen.  A  new  profile  portrait  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  appears 
on  the  1979  New  Zealand  dollar,  which  is  to  be  released  some  time  in  October.  Designed  by  James 
Berry,  well-known  native  New  Zealand  coin  designer,  the  portrait  faces  right.  It  is  a  fuller  and 
more  mature  portrait  than  the  Machin  portrait  now  in  use.  The  tiara  and  Queen’s  hair  are  more 
prominent  and  the  bust  terminates  just  below  the  neck  and  does  not  show  her  shoulders,  as  does 
the  Machin  portrait.  This  new  portrait  is  reflective  of  the  Queen  as  a  very  attractive  and  mature 
lady. — World  Coin  News,  October ,  1979. 

Dutch  claim  isle  treasure.  Dutch  gold  and  silver  coins  from  the  eighteenth  century  which 
have  been  recovered  from  a  wreck  off  Shetland  are  to  be  taken  from  the  local  museum  and  sold. 
The  77  gold  ducats  and  1500  silver  ducatoons  which  were  found  by  North  Sea  oil  diver  Richard 
Price,  a  Cheshire  man  who  is  also  an  amateur  underwater  archaeologist,  are  likely  to  fetch  thou¬ 
sands  of  pounds  from  collectors.  The  museum  will  be  left  with  less  valuable  material  from  the 
wreck — that  of  a  Dutch  East  Indiaman,  the  De  Liefde,  which  foundered  on  the  Shetland  island 
of  Skerries  in  1711.  Although  the  vessel  was  abandoned  268  years  ago,  it  was  never  officially 
written  off  by  insurers.  It  is  still  therefore  Dutch  property  and  Mr.  Price  carried  out  his  dives 
with  Dutch  Government  permission. — Glasgow  Herald,  October  12 th,  1979. 

“Eid  Mar”  denarius  in  new  Roman  hoard.  A  priceless  hoard  of  258  Roman  silver  coins, 
some  dating  back  to  154  B.c.,  has  been  discovered  in  a  corn  field  at  Beck  Row  by  two  amateur 
treasure  hunters  using  a  metal  detector  which  cost  them  £56.  The  coins,  described  yesterday  by 
an  expert  at  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge,  as  “of  immense  importance”,  include  a  rare  silver 
denarius  minted  to  celebrate  the  death  of  Julius  Caesar  in  44  b.c.  They  are  in  very  good  con¬ 
dition  and  represent  the  most  significant  discovery  of  treasure  in  the  area  for  many  years. — Eastern 
Daily  News,  September  26th,  1979. 

“Sunken  treasure”  from  Norwich  Museum.  Two  tons  of  coins  have  been  found  by  six 
members  of  a  sub-aqua  club  in  a  Norman  well  at  Norwich  Castle  Museum.  The  coins,  dating 
back  to  the  early  1800’s,  have  been  thrown  down  the  well  by  visitors  to  the  castle,  and  are  estimated 
to  be  worth  several  thousand  pounds.  Six  members  of  the  club  spent  the  weekend  making  their 
fourth  attempt  to  get  to  the  bottom.  Mr.  Percy  Trett,  a  naturalist,  said  the  divers  had  reached 
116  ft.  and  were  “still  knee-deep  in  coinage”. — Daily  Telegraph,  September  29 th,  1979. 

New  Light  on  the  Colchester  hoards.  Historian  David  Stephenson,  .author  of  the 
best-selling  “Book  of  Colchester”,  is  confident  that  he  has  solved  the  mystery  of  how  two 
magnificent  treasure  hoards  remained  hidden  in  the  town  centre  for  nearly  700  years.  Dr. 
Stephenson  says  he  stumbled  on  the  solution  while  delving  with  colleagues  into  Colchester’s 
medieval  Jewish  community. 

A  lead  bucket  containing  14,000  13th  century  silver  pennies  was  found  by  two  building 
workers  on  a  development  site  in  Colchester  High  Street  on  February  13,  1969.  The  find  was 
one  of  the  biggest  ever  made  in  Britain.  And  67  years  earlier — on  July  5,  1902 — workmen 
excavating  the  site  of  the  London  and  County  Bank  in  High  Street,  now  the  Westminster  Bank, 
found  a  lead  casket  containing  over  12,000  early  English  silver  pieces. 

Explaining  the  background  to  the  finds,  Dr.  Stephenson  told  the  Standard :  “The  Jews 
were  not  numerous  in  Colchester  in  medieval  times.  Out  of  a  total  population  of  perhaps  3,000 
souls,  only  some  50  or  60  were  Jewish.  Nevertheless,  this  small  community  contained  some  of 
the  most  important  figures  in  the  borough.  For  one  thing,  they  were  often  very  wealthy.”  Dr. 
Stephenson  adds:  “Indeed,  it  is  cash  which  explains  the  presence  of  the  Jews  in  the  town. 
Forbidden  by  royal  order  from  engaging  in  trade  or  manufacture,  the  Jews  of  medieval  England 
became  instead  its  bankers,  for  moneylending  was  the  one  calling  left  open  to  them.  So 
important  were  the  Jews  to  the  economy  that  they  were  not  treated  as  ordinary  burgesses  but 
were  the  special  property  of  the  king,  who  both  protected  and  exploited  their  wealth.  It  was 
not  only  the  king  who  called  upon  the  resources  of  the  Jews;  his  nobles  and  courtiers  borrowed 
heavily.  We  find  Colchester  Jews  lending  money  to  the  Earl  of  Winchester  in  1244  and  to  Walter 
de  Merton,  Chancellor  of  England,  in  1273.” 

“It  has  always  been  believed  by  earlier  historians”  says  Dr.  Stephenson,  “that  the  Jews  were 
forced  to  live  in  a  restricted  quarter  in  the  Stockwell  area  of  Colchester”.  They  did  indeed”, 
he  adds,  “have  a  synagogue  and  several  houses  in  that  area.  But  further  research  has  revealed 
that  they  dwelt  in  other  parts  of  the  town — along  both  sides  of  High  Street  and  next  to  Pelham  s 
Lane.  But  their  religion  brought  them  into  conflict  with  the  Church,  and  in  1251  the  Abbot 
of  St.  John’s  had  them  evicted  from  their  meeting  house  on  St.  John’s  Green,  which  was  then 
converted  into  a  Christian  chapel.  Soon,”  says  Dr.  Stephenson,  the  whole  embattled  com¬ 
munity  was  to  leave  Colchester  altogether,  and  this  time  by  royal  command.  In  1290,  in  common 
with  all  the  Jews  in  England,  they  were  ordered  by  Edward  I  to  leave  the  kingdom,  taking  only 

what  they  could  carry.”  _  .  , 

Dr.  Stephenson  adds  that  many  theories  have  been  advanced  about  the  two  Colchester 

treasure  hoards.  But  the  possibility  that  the  Jews  hid  the  coins  has  always  been  rejected  on  the 
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grounds  that  they  lived  only  in  the  Stockwell  area  of  the  town.  “But  we  now  know  better 
And,  indeed,  we  know  that  Jews  held  houses  very  close  to  the  sites  where  the  coins  were  hidden

MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 
CAPTAIN  C.  E.  PATERNOSTER,  SUFFOLK  REGIMENT 

By  N.  C.  Warr 

Recently  I  was  delighted  to  see  a  group  that  has  with  it  three  interesting  documents. 
The  medals  are  the  1914  Star,  British  War  Medal,  Victory  Medal  with  bronze  oak  leaf 
for  a  mention  in  despatches,  and  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre,  1914-18  reverse,  with 
bronze  oak  leaf  for  a  mention  in  an  Army  despatch.  The  Star  is  named  to  5  C.Sjt. 
C.  E.  Paternoster  4/Suff.  R.  and  the  other  medals  to  Capt.  C.  E.  Paternoster;  the 
French  cross  is  of  course  unnamed.  With  the  medals  are  Lord  Kitchener’s  (the  Secre¬ 
tary  for  War)  message  to  the  troops  in  1914,  a  notice  from  the  divisional  commander 
and  a  General  Order  of  the  French  Army  of  the  North.  Such  documents  are  rarely  met 
with  and  are  worth  quoting  in  full. 

Lord  Kitchener’s  message  reads: 

“(This  paper  is  to  be  considered  by  each  soldier  as  confidential  and  to  be  kept 
in  his  Active  Service  Pay  Book.) 

You  are  ordered  abroad  as  a  soldier  of  the  King  to  help  our  French  comrades 
against  the  invasion  of  a  common  Enemy.  You  have  to  perlorm  a  task  which 
will  need  your  courage,  your  energy,  your  patience.  Remember  that  the  honour 
of  the  British  Army  depends  on  your  individual  conduct.  It  will  be  your  duty 
not  only  to  set  an  example  of  discipline  and  perfect  steadiness  under  fire  but  also 
to  maintain  the  most  friendly  relations  with  those  whom  you  are  helping  in  this 
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struggle.  The  operations  in  which  you  arc  engaged  will,  for  the  most  part,  take 
place  in  a  friendly  country  and  you  can  do  your  own  country  no  better  service 
than  in  showing  yourself  in  France  and  Belgium  in  the  true  character  of  a 
British  soldier. 

Be  invariably  courteous,  considerate  and  kind.  Never  do  anything  likely  to 
injure  or  destroy  property  and  always  look  upon  looting  as  a  disgraceful  act. 
You  are  sure  to  meet  with  a  welcome  and  to  be  trusted;  your  conduct  must 
justify  that  welcome  and  that  trust.  Your  duty  cannot  be  done  unless  your 
health  is  sound.  So  keep  constantly  on  your  guard  against  any  excesses.  In  this 
new  experience  you  may  find  temptations  both  in  wine  and  women.  You  must 
entirely  resist  both  temptations  and,  while  treating  women  with  perfect  courtesy.; 
you  should  avoid  any  intimacy. 

Do  your  duty  bravely.  Fear  God.  Honour  the  King. 

Kitchener,  Field-Marshal.” 

The  divisional  notice  reads : 

“33  Division  British  Expeditionary  Force. 

Captain  C.  E.  Paternoster,  Suffolk  Regt.  att(ached)  T(rench)  M(ortar)  Battery _i 
The  G.O.C.  46th  French  Division  and  your  Brigade  Commander  have  in¬ 
formed  me  that  you  distinguished  yourself  in  the  field  on  13  June  1918.  I  have 
read  their  report  with  much  pleasure. 

R.  J.  Pinney,  Major  General,  Commanding  33rd  Division.” 

The  French  Army  Order  makes  exciting  reading,  amplifying  as  it  does  the  phrase 
“distinguished  yourself  in  the  field”. 

“General  Order  No.  43,  the  General  commanding  the  Army  of  the  North. 
Captain  C.  E.  Paternoster,  4th  Battn.  Suffolk  Regiment,  attd.  98  Trench 
Mortar  Battery.  On  12  and  13  June  1918  this  officer  fought  with  a  French 
Battalion  with  great  dash  and  energy.  Capt.  Paternoster  fired  until  all  his* 
ammunition  was  exhausted,  notwithstanding  an  heavy  enemy  bombardment. 
He  then  came  down  to  the  front  line  with  a  rifle  and  fought  in  company  with 
our  soldiers,  thus  giving  the  finest  possible  example  of  courage  and  comrade¬ 
ship  in  arms.  H.Q.,  25  June  1918.” 

The  4th  Battn.,  Territorial  Force,  Suffolk  Regt.  landed  at  Havre  on  9  November 
1914  and  spent  the  war  in  France:  Paternoster  parted  from  them  in  April  1916.  The 
London  Gazette  gives  more  details  of  his  career : 

26.10.1915,  Military  Promotions,  Territorial  Force.  Suffolk  Regiment. 

Colour  Sergeant  Charles  Edward  Paternoster  to  be  2nd  Lieutenant,  15.10.1915. 

10.6.1916,  Mil.  Proms.  T.F.  Suff.  R.,  2nd  Lt.  to  be  seconded  for  duty  with  Trench 

Mortar  Battery,  15.4.1916. 

21.7.1916,  Mil.  Proms.  Regular  Forces.  2nd  Lt.  to  be  Temp.  Lt.  whilst  employed 
with  T.M.B.s,  13.4.1916. 

8.9.1916  Mil.  Proms.,  Reg.  F.,  2nd  Lt.  (Temp.  Lt.)  Suff.  R.,  T.F.,  to  be  Temp. 
Captain  whilst  engaged  with  T.M.B.s,  22.6.1916. 

Two  Mentions  in  Despatches  are  Gazetted  (May  and  December  1917)  and  per¬ 
mission  to  wear  the  Croix  de  Guerre  was  Gazetted  on  6.11.1918. 

Seton  Hutchison’s  “Thirty-Third  Division  in  France  &  Flanders”  mentions  the 
“gallant  fight  put  up  by  98  Trench  Mortar  Battery”  and  lists  10  men  (not  including 
Paternoster)  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  as  an  immediate  reward.  The  action  would 
appear  to  have  been  part  of  the  second  Battle  of  the  Marne. 

Thus  a  group  of  medals  come  “alive”  to  form  a  fitting  tribute  to  a  brave  man,  and 
doubtless  more  information  could  be  uncovered.  However,  as  so  often  is  the  case,  the 
question  “what  was  he  really  like  to  know  ?”  remains  unanswered.
